The proposed route would open up a 
direct route for the I. C to the coal 
fields of Southeastern Kentucky and 
prove a strong competitor of the L. & 
N., row practically the only coal-carry 
ing road in that territory. Local capi 
talists will work with the Corbin and 
Somerset people in an attempt to get 
the new line.

Danville, Ky. Nov. 7.— Judge Charle.- 
R. McDowell, the prominent Danville 
attorney and politician, who is widely 
known in the State, had a thrilling ex 
uerience last afternoon with a gang al 
wild dogs which had infested this com- 
munity for more than a year. The dogs 
were chasing stock on Judge McDow- 
ell's place, and with his repealing rifle 
in hand he started after them When 
the vicious canines espied Judge Mc- 
Dowell they turned upon him. He fire i 
rapidly and killed four of the pack and 
wounded two others, and the rest fled 
Numerous small dogs around town 
have been eaten alive by the vicious 
whelps that roam the fields at night, 
and stock of all kinds is attacked al 
: nightly. A dozen dogs have been 
killed on the premises of G R. Davis, 
near town, in the past six months, but 
not until the canines have killed dozens 
of sheep and calves. Upon investiga- 
tion, it was proved that the wild dogs 
had taken up their abode on the prem- 
of Judge McDowell. They lived 
under a huge rick of fence posts, and 
the bones of dogs, cats and other ani 
mals were found in the den.

Senator Watkins had served two terms in the Senate and was a 
candidate for the Democratic nomination for Superintendent of 
Public Instruction for the next term. He has always been a strong 
advocate in the Senate of progressive school legislation and an un- 
compromising friend of the county unit local option bill in the last 
two sessions of the legislature. He had been a school teacher for 
many years, but at the time of his death was interested in a num- 
ber of enterprises in this city and county and was a very busy man. 
He was a member of the State Educational Commission and always 
willing to contribute time and hard work to the cause of 'educa- 
tion.
